ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE 

Plaintiff filed a complaint in this matter on June 5, 2006. In response to Plaintiffs 
complaint, Defendants John and Alice Morrison filed their respective motions to dismiss. See 
Defendants ' Motions to Dismiss [Dkt. #3 , Dkt. #4] . This Court issued a Memorandum Opinion and 
Order [Dkt. #8] granting the motions to dismiss in part and denying the motions in part. See 
Memorandum Opinion at 5-6. The motions to dismiss were denied as to Count I and Counts III 
through VI. See id. at 6. The motions to dismiss were granted with regard to Count n 
(negligent/intentional misrepresentation) without prejudice. Id. The Court informed Plaintiff that 
he "may file an amended complaint no later than March 28, 2007, alleging misrepresentation with 
particularity as required by Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 9(b)." Id. No such amended complaint 
was filed. There has been no substantive activity in this matter since the Court's Memorandum 
Opinion on February 28, 2007. 



Accordingly, it is hereby 
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ORDERED that, no later than May 31, 2007 , Plaintiff shall SHOW CAUSE why 

the Court should not dismiss this action pursuant to Local Rule 83.23 for failure to prosecute.
